The first schoo] building of S. S. 
No. 4 was a large frame school on 
the second concession of Rawdon, 


¥est side of lot twenty-one. It was [tbe yard in 1930. 


situated on the farm of Milton 
Williams from whom the present 
school derives its name. The schoo 
had long desks on both sides run- 
ning the length of the building. 

In 1865 the teacher,was Miss Sar- 
ah Totten. At that time over one 
hundred pupils were enrolled. 

The early settlers were almost all 
of United Empire Loyalist stock. 
Some of the names were Aaron 
Hoard, Allan Williams, Isaac Mer- 
rick. Milton Willlams, Ira Hubble, 
Allan Wescott, Robert Burns, Heze- 
kiah Hubble, Thomas Carlisle. 

The deed of the farm where 
Chas. W. Hoard lives now was pur- 
chased from the crown by Mr. 
Aaron Hoard in 1817 and the farm 
has remained in possession of the 
Hoards ever since. About 1850 Cal- 
yin Williams~ bovght the farm 
where Frank Williams now lives 
from the clergy.“ It has remained 
in the same name ever since that. 
Calvin Williams was secre‘ary- 
treasurer of the school for some 
time. It was his duty to go from 
Place to place and collect the taxes. 


Brick Schoot Built In 1871 


In 1871 a brick school was built 
very near the site of the present 
building. It was about the, length 
of itself west of the present bulld- 
ing. The Crowe Bros, of Trenton 
were the contractors, The bricks 
were obtained from Naylor Bros. 
just north of Stirling on the Mar- 
mora Highway, Land was donated 
by Sam Wescott. The interior of 
the school closely resembled that of 
the present school. There was no 
porch howtver, as there fs now. 
There was a large box stove Just in- 
side the entrance at the east end. 
The school had six windows, three 
on each side and biacsbqards at the 
front and sides. It was replaced by 
the present school because the wind 
blew the end in one night. A well 
was dug in 1895. 

The present brick school was 
bullt in 1902 by Mr. Clarke and one 
or two assistants. Neighbors help- 
ed by day. A plan for the school 
dated May 23rd. 1902, was.drawn up 
by Thomas Hanley, Architect of 
Belleville *is in the possession of 

. John Johnson. Brieks were ob- 
tained from Naylor Bros., north of 
/Stirling. For a time the school 
grounds were very limited. In 1903

Dream of Adolf Hitler 


Provide a Passage For Ships From Baltic To Black Sea, a 
Distance of 2,500 Miles—Would Give Germany Cheap 
Transportation and Easy Access To Markets—Sixty 
Navigable Streams Join Danube River

New York, April 4 (AP)—When 
history finally appraises Adolf Hit- 
ler’s rise it may easily record that 
he could have done few things con- 
tributing more to the might of Ger-

Hitler’s dictatorship has provided

When Premier Mussolini advised decen- 
tralization in time of war or even before war, 
perhaps he struck on an ideal which might 
serve in time of peace, that of getting away 
from the large centres, so vulnerable not only |" 
to attack in war but to economic breakdowns. 
While there are ever those who express their 
preference for the life of the smoll centres 
and countryside, somehow the large city cen- 
tres continue to exert their appeal upon the 
men and women of the more sparsely popu- 
loted areas ond the trek cityward goes on. 

There is no doubt that numbers in Italy os 
in other countries will see the point in Ul 
Duce’s advice conceming the movement from 
the cities to set up establishments of living 
in the country. Others will stay in the larger 
centres because they cannot extricate them- 
_selves from the larger cities or find a way to 
establish themselves as farmers or dwellers in 
small cities for men must have occupation 
whether in city or town or countryside. Thot 
the countryside ts essential, everyone ac- 
knowledges and it would seem that large cit- 
ies are essential too because centralization 
seems to be associated with the unification 
of movements and forces within a state. 

Will the present overhanging cloud of war 
threats lead to modifications in the manner 
of life in the cities? For o time it looks os if 
it may as every citizen’tn Britain for instance 
is to be protected with a gas mask against 
possible danger. There has been proposed a 
huge underground retreat in the heart of 
London to which*a million could have re- 
course in time of danger. Then in Italy in 
crecs near the theatre of a possible war, it is 
<aid thet no new homes are built unless there 
is provision for safety underground in con- 
nection with the homes. If this should be the 
lost wor threot, would such influences con- 
tinue in city life or would they be forgotten 
as soon as the cloud posses or is dissipated? 
Or would those, say in Italy, who followed I! 
Duce’s odvice, be content to linger on in the 
hoppiness ond joys of country or small town 
ond village life?

Singapore is now 
marvelously strong. Gibraltar has 
More men than ever before. Cape- 
town, St. Helena, the Accension 
Island and other small Empire out- 
posts are up to full strength. In 
fact no one knows, what the British 
defenses are. 

Dissemination of diseases by air- 
craft in the next war, was doubted 
by the speaker. “Airplane people 
think it is impossible,” he sald, “be- 
cause of the tremendous speed of 
modern planes. Heat would destroy 
germs, too. But it is being consider- 
ed, even in Canada,” Dr. Austin 
said. 

“Nations of the world are not yet 
ready for a first class war, the 
speaker declared. Nations are 
suspicious of each other, and after 
all who is going to pay the shat.”

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U. S. TRIBUTE TO LATE KING GEORGE 


The spirit in which Americans hold the 
memory of the late King George Fifth as 
monarch and as peacemaker inspires a fine 
tribute in the Montreal Gazette. The man 
whose voice was always heard in behalf of 
goodwill among the nations and who spoke 
of his subjects as members of his family 
has an enduring monument which will last 
through the ages, when the troubles of to- 
day will have worn themselves. out and 
such ideals as the late rurler placed before 

x his people and those of other nations are 
followed. King George stood on firm 
ground when he appealed for peace. His 
influence is even being felt in this day of 
bitter antagonisms as one sees the goodwill 
of Americans towards Britain and things 
British. 

: The Montreal Gazette says: 

. “An énduring memorial to King George 
V., given by United States citizens, will be 
unveiled in Winchester Cathedral on July 
12 next. It is a new stained glass window 
over the entrance to the south nave of the 
cathedral depicting the vision of Christ as 
King of Kings riding on a white horse, as 
described in the nineteenth chapter of The 
Revelation of St. John the Divine: ‘And I 
saw heaven opened, and behold.a white 
horse; and he that sat upon him was called 

' Faithful and True, and in righteousness he 
doth judge .. .” In one of the lights of the 
window a figure of King George V. will 
appear; and, dedicated to the glory of 
God, the’ memorial will commemorate the 
‘regard and affection of the American peo- 
ple’ for the late King. An anonymous 
American citizen residing in. the United 
States is defraying half the costs of the 
memorial anda group of Americans will 
pay the balance. There is a matchless grace 
in the gift, and in the giving, which will 
touch the hearts of the entire British na- 
tion. This will not be‘the only United States 
memorial to Britain’s King George the 
Peacemaker. At Oglethorpe University, in 
Atlanta, the capital city of Georgia. a mu- 
seum has been made a special part of a 
King George V. Memorial Foundation, es- 
tablished to foster closer relations b 
tween the British Empire and the United 
States and create between Great Britain 
and America a permanent bond of good- 
will, to the maintenance of which his late 
Majesty devoted the days of his sover- 
eignty. 

—.“The scope of ‘this fine memorial at 
Oglethorpe: University can be seen by a 
giance at the sections into which the 
Foundation is divided: Scholarships and 
fellowships are available to British stud- 
ents who wish to take advanced study 
courses at Aglethorpe, and to graduates of 
Oglethorpe desiring to continue their stud- 
jes at some British university. There is a 
library of books on British subjects, maps. 
charts and pictures to illustrate the history 
and culture of the British people; and in 
the museum collections have been housed 
—and more are desired—of the products 
of British culture, British sculpture, works 
of art, etc..Two medals will be awarded by 
the Foundation to the Britisher and the 
American adjudged to have made the most 
valuable contributions during preceding 
years to,the development of better Anglo- 
American relations. Manifestly, the mem- 
orial is set towards a high ideal, and it is 
one with which the governments and citi- 
zens of Canada can associate themselves by 
contributing to the museum gifts of flags, 
books and records, national specimens of 
the fine arts and other exhibits that will 
help to enlighten students and others in- 
terested in and desirous of advancing the 
work the King George V. Memorial Foun- 
dation is doing at Oglethrope University 
to promote and generally strengthen a 
good international understanding and par- 
ticularly. closer relations between the Brit- 
ish Empire and the United States.”

What will be the future of Spain, torn 

‘asunder by the madness of two ideologies, 
with millions upon millions of her material 
wealth, with her thousands slaughtered or 
maimed, her children scattered in many 
lands or separated from parents either by 
death or emigration, even if foreign nations 
do not strive to direct their future in the 
event of a victory in the near future to 
either force, Loyalist or Insurgent? 
» The once proud Spain, the potent em- 
pire associated with Austria, is now so low 
that no nation does her obeisance. A land 
with two great racial divisions, the Celtic 
and the Moorish, it is itself torn within 
by modern political viewpoints. As one 
writer puts it, both’ ideologies seized the 
strife in Spain and made it its own. 

Spain has seen the first glimpse of mo- 
‘dern war in a modern land. The Ethiopians 
experienced modernness in strife first of 
all, but.as they are not modern as Euro- 
pean and American states are, hence they 
could not suffer so greatly as a8 modern 
land like Spain. : 

Probably the most bitter fact in Span- 
jsh history of the past two years is that 
modern weapons have been tried out in 
Spain with their destruction of life, their 
maiming, their desolation of homes and 
public buildings and priceless treasures of 
the ages. é 

On this foundation of wreckage and bit- 
ter spirit, the world does wonder how she 
will build and recover even a small frac- 
tion of her former grandeur and import- 
ance. The nation which escaped the hor- 
rors of the Great War has fallen into a 
greater and more bitter struggle—civil 
war—with outsiders joining both sides and 
making the proud land a trial for death 

and havoc. 

Recently the world feared that there 
would be‘foreign influences in Spain’ tend- 
ing to the unrest of the world situation. 
This to many does not appear 50 likely 
iow. Will other nations assist in the mater- 
jal and other recovery of this unfortunate 
land. when arms have been dropped?

WHITHER THE TOURISTS THIS YEAR? 


While Europe still possesses age-old charms 
which will continue to appeal not only to peo- 
ple ‘who live in countries of the Old World, 
but to those of the new world, there is not 
the slightest doubt that at this time, there 
are other aspects of some of these old coun- 
tries which do nat appeal so strongly as to 
attract everyone who might otherwise tour 
“the Continent”. That element of course is 
the political turmoil. Tgurists as a class would 
not be particularly delighted to see the re- 
sults of ony kind of political “‘ism‘’ but would 
rather see the countries as they are without 
the unrest, national and international, af- 
fecting every class. A restless, fearful Europe 


for the tourist to wander in. 

That disturbed mood of Europe is bound to 
keep mony persons with money and the de- 
sire “to see things that in the great world 
be’ at home in Canada and in the 
United States unless they should go for their 
travels to the land of freedom and settled 
government, the British Isles. Europe which 
really could “stand” the influx of tourists 
and their dollars will be deprived of them to 
a large extent because of the-international 
“The 
Continent’. . 

But those dollars will serve to develop 
“home”, that is, the American Continent and 
the trade of the seas in and around North 
America. Conada will entertain more tour- 
ists from ‘across the line’ than in other 
years and more Canadians thon ever will be 
driving across ond up and down Canada and 
likewise in the United States. There may even 
be more visitors from the British Isles to 
spend a vacation in the Westem World. 

To Canada the tourist trade is something 
of an immensity which cannot be realized in 
all its ramifications, for while it touches in- 
dividual businesses, it also enriches the coun- 
try as a whole and scatters wealth every- 
where, Better than the wealth even, is of 
course the creation of the spirit of goodwill 
which is more firmly established through the 
visiting from one part and another of the Do- 
minion and of the United States. 

Europe could stand the impact of Ameri- 
can and Canadian dollars and United States 
and Dominion ideals, of the tourists but both 
they will lose in some measure through the 
restlessness which - disturbs the older world. 
Some proportion of visitors who would ordi- 
narily proceed to Central Europe, Germany, 
Italy, Russia and other countries, will be di- 
verted towards France, Britain and the peace- 
ful Denmark, Norway ond Sweden, where } 
there is no fear of interference with their 
movement in the event of a sudden interna- 
tional development which fortunately at pre- 
sent seems less likely than it did some time 


ago. 

The unsettled countries of Europe _ still 
have great histories and scenes to leam and 
to see for which people are willing to pay, 
but: there must be the fullest freedom to the 
tourist from any possible inconvenience 
througn untoward political developments.

‘Triple-headed snakes may, or may 
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EASTER 


Easter is at hand. On this glad day from 
which man really dates springtime, when the 
* thoughts of the people ore lifted with the 
hope of things beyond in the midst of a world 
of beauty which is developing every day as 
the spring advances, it is natural that men 
ond women, boys and girls, should feel a new 
spirit, Everyone feels better when_Easter 
comes around, there is the revival of interest 
in every aspect of life, whether of the body 
or of the mind or of the soul or of the world 
of supreme beauty in which the lot of man is 
cast. Easter is the natural sequel to the sacri- 

fices of the Lénten season and to winter. 
It is the time when nature is preparing her 


" dress for the year, ond it seems in the very 


heart of things that people would desire to 
wear new attire, because it is a fact which is 
everywhere apparent in life that new clothes 
make the wearer feel more comfortable and 
really create a new spirit. The man or woman, 
-boy or girl, desires to walk in harmony with 
nature at this time, which with its heralds of 
the season just ahead, and with the retum-= 
ing beauty in the world about brings them the 
riches of new experiences, which touch their 
very beliefs. 

Easter’s appeal is dual, that of reviving 
life in nature and the lesson of the etemity 
of the things of the spirit. These two phases 
of the celebration really go back before. the 
time when it was decided by the church to 
fix the date on which the Resurrection was 
to. be observed, _ springtime being the opt 
choice because the reviving life in nature is 
a symbol easy for man to understand of life 
beyond the grave. Man always observed some 
sort of spring festival and the Christian fes- 
tival of Easter dates from the early years of 
the creation of the Christian brotherhood 
known as the church. Doubtless the Chris- 
tion festival of the Resurrection was estab- 
lished very early. In 325 A.D. the time of 
the year wos generally fixed, before this time 
tthe feast being in no fixed season. 

Easter in the Christian Church hes always 
been one of the greatest of the festivals. The 
Yeligious aspect views the life of the Founder 
of Christianity, His trials and sufferings, His 
‘deeds and work in the light of the final vic- 
tory over the grave. Hence in the churches 
at this time the festival is observed with joy 
ond music. The faith which Easter_expresses 
is one of the most potent in all human life. 





SCIENTIFIC ACHIEVEMENTS 


Some may recall the story of “The Frozen 
Pirate,’ read years ago and wonder if men 
Jong frozen os the members of the crew on 
the ship in this story were could not come to 
life? Now science has not yet accomplished 
this but there has been a measure of success 
in keeping_primitive forms of life at a tem- 
perature of 300 degrees below zero for as 
long as one hundred hours and then restoring 
them to normal functions, | Dr. Alexander 
Goetz of California Institute of Technology, 
noted physicist and his wife, Mrs. Sylvia 


’ Goetz, at Pasadena told how they had found 


a way to “restore” to life 98 per cent of the 
ce'ls used. They have been able to take yeast 
cells from 45 degrees above zero, Fahrenheit, 
to 300 degrees below at a rate of 300 degrees 


‘a second, After holding life in suspension at 


this temperature for as long as 100 hours, 
warming the cells os swiftly as they had cool- 
ed them, they restored most of the cells to 
normal functions. 

One of the interesting sidelightS—on this 
successful experiment is the support it gives 
to the theory that the earth was “infected” 
with life from somewhere in space, possibly 
from another planet, because these cells 
could withstand the cold encountered there, 
around absolute zero or 495 degrees below 
zero Fahrenheit. ‘ 

There is still unanswered the question 
whether life thus suspended could withstand 
the violent attacks of radiation to which it 
would be subject while it would be subjected 
to suspension while hovering centuries in 
space. 

Science hos previously known that spores, 
a still lower form of life, exist in the strato- 
sphere, proof that they can survive inter-stel- 
lar space. They are dry and mony times smal- 


* ler than yeast cells, which contain woter. 


“Death to primitive life forms from cold is 
due to physico chemical reactions and 'we 
get the cells rapidly past the temperature 
where such reactions occur. Thus death ap- 
parently does not have time to take place. 
We can reach within two degrees of absolute 
zero in our cyrogenic laboratory here. But it 
isn’t necessary here. Once life is in suspen- 
sion, the colder a cell is. the better it would 
be preserved,’ says Dr. Goetz. : 

This does not answer the question about 
the frozen pirate but it does offer intriguing 
suggestions to those scientifically inclined.

THE LOW maintenance dict is _ real 
supposed to provide a minimum ra~ 
tion for the person who is inclined 
to become overweight. 

Since in 99 per cent of cases the 
person who is“ inclined to become 
overweight” is that way because he 
or sze eats too much, the principles 
of the low maintenance diet arc 
simple—reduce the total Intake, do 
not eat concentrated foods, never 
completely satisy, or at least 
never oversatisfy, your appetite. 

If any adult, except of extreme- 
ly low height, will stay on 2,000 
calories a day, he will achieve and 
maintain a comfortable and healthy 
weight no matter how much actlv- 
ity or exercise he gets.

Cubbing leads directly. into 
Scouting. The scout master is the 
best ‘person to promote Cubbing. 
He keeps in touch with the Den 
Chief. Cubbing reaches boys at the 
age when they most need to have 
something worth while to do and 
to get closer to Dad. 

Cubbing makes most appeal in 
homes where children are well un- 
derstood ang well disciplined. Par- 
ents must be willing to give time, 
if it is to work. And if they have 
not trained their children in the 
early years in the alphabet of citi- 
zenship, there are obvious difficul- 
ties. Who wants to give a room, 
basement or garage for a Cub den 
to a group of boys who will wreck 
the place? And what boy can get 
most out of Cubbing, or Scouting 
later, who has not mastered the 
alphabet of the rights of others?

It is easy to under- 
stand why these are rarities to- 
day: they were infectious diseases~ 
and their disa: has been 
due to improvements in sanitation, 
mosquito and insect control—yel- 
low fever and malaria ard carried 
by insects; cholera and typhoid 
fever are catrieg by infected water. 

More curious and, in fact, inex- 
plicable, is the disappearance of 
diseases which are not infectious 
in origin. For instance, chiorosos, 
a form of anemia in young girls, 
that used ‘to be frequent—it has 
practically disappeared from the 
face of the earth and nobody knows 
why. 

In the same category is a form 
of goltre with staring eyeballs and 
rapid pulse, which is known as 
“exophthalmic gostre.” This ts not 
an infectious disease and, in fact,

What was fhe cause of so many fatal 
necidents lasfyear, when the total in On- 
tario went up over forty per cent? A re- 
port of the/Highways Department places 
it in most ¢ases as excessive speed, while 
next as a,cause Was listed driving on the 
wrong side of the road, perhaps itself in 
a measure due to fast driving. Of course 
there are other causes. 

The increase in speed was about 43 per 
cent as allowed by Jaw and the increase in. 
deaths over 40 per cent. 

The tragic fact is that 766 lives were lost 
to their families and fo Ontario. Next in 
importance is the pain which was caused 
to over 12,000 persons. This approaches to 
about eighty per cent of the population of 
a city the size of Belleville. Nearly an en- 
“tire ordinarily sized city with four fifths 
‘of the inhabitants suffers all sorts of per- 
manent or temporary agony in a year. 
= Wearly forty millions in property loss was 

_ sustained as a result of these crashes. In 
an age which complains of the great bur- 
‘den of taxation, such losses are hard to 
conceive of. 

Every driver should make it a point to 
be certain that he or she will not be the 
‘driver having an accident. If that were 
accomplished there would be no deaths. 















































A CANADIAN ARTIST 


The death of J. W. L. Forster, noted 
Canadian‘portrait painter has removed one 
of ‘the outstanding artists of the age in 
Canada. Mr. Forster's work is to be found 
jn many parts of Canada and outside of 
Canada. At Albert College, four large por- 
traits have been placed in the Memorial 
Chapel, all these being the work of the 
late Mr. Forster. Those who knew Rey. Dr. 
Albert Carman. Rev. Dr.-W. P. Dyer and 
‘Miss Ella Gardine?, in life and those who 
know Rev. Dr. E. N. Baker, now the prin- 
cipal emeritus of Albert College, apprec- 
jate how skilled and eloquent Mr. Forster 
‘was in the art of portrayal of character in 
human lineaments. 

His choice of the portrait branch of 
painting Was 10 doubt because of the ap- 
peal of the human face for the artist. There 
are not a large proportion of painters who 
‘. possess the skill to interpret character in 
a sitter before them and to gain a com- 
plete knowledge of the individual's nature 
and convey thet knowledge in oils andi 
pigments to the canvas so that those w 
look upon it cen say that the painter has 
read not only the face but also the soul. 
‘Among those few was Mr. Forster. 

The life of this artist and the lives of 
other artists prove sufficiently the im- 
mense value of the artists in any walk to 
the national life. They are not those who 
can do the wholly practical work for theirs 
is a sphere where the imagination has its 
freest scope, and by their imagination and 
art come clozer 
than the practical man.

The first step to strip all Jews in the 
German Reich of their wealth has been ta- 
ken, it is believed, with the decree order- 
ing that they list all their property and 


= -. - fortanes, if these exceed two thousand dol- 


lars or five thousand marks. There is doubt 
how this will work but two ways seem pos- 
sible, by “aryanizing” holdings at bargain 
figures or forthright confiscation. The step 
seems to be to exclude all Jewish capital, 
influence and Jewish persons from busi- 


ness. : 

What mad motion is at the basis of this 
culmination of indignities and injustices 
heaped upon the Jewish people? Is it just 
an appeal to prejudices by making the 
Jews scapegoats and rousing the Germans’ 
envy of their influence? Or is it the perfect 
expression of a thoroughly distorted jeal- 
ous view held by a people? 

Views expressed in some of the German 
newspapers seem the very essence of hat- 
red and’ madness such as this: “We must 
force the Jews to hold out in their self-se-. 
lected parasitic posts until their money 

_gives out. We must'convince them with all 

our means that they cannot remain in the 
Reich any longer and that it is still better 
business for them to pay the Reich flight 
tax today than be deported to Patestine or 
Madagascar tomorrow—a final solution 
which will come about one way or another 
assoon as a few more states awaken to 
sense. As to the four-year plan, German 
business must be cleansed of Jews.” 

That “ghetto business” alone will be per- 
mitted these people is one of the views 
held. é 

Jewish-owned capital in Germany orig- 
inally amounted to 12 billion marks but 
liguidation and the necessity of supporting 
impoverished members of the race has cat 
this down. Last winter 21.4 per cent of the 
people of this race in Germany were on 
relief. 

The frenzy of the German policy and its 
injustice form one of the blackets spots 
on_the pages of civilization. Sad as peo- 
ple know the plight of the Jewish to be, 
there is no doubt that it is many: times 
worse than depicted. True to natura! in- 
stinct the reaction of many of the countries 
of the world is to offer asylum for these 
victims of injustice and persecution. ©
